From 
the known character however ofthe em» 
peror, and the benevolent views with 
which his mediation was offered, the 
president cannot doubt that he will see 
with satisfaction a concurrence of the U- 
nited States in an alternative, which un- 
der existing circumstances, affords the 
best prospect efobtaining specdily what 
was the object of his interposition.
